Flowers are a gorgeous deep purple.  Grows in almost
any moist to medium soil.

Suggested Companions:  swamp goldenrod (Solidago
patula), Ohio goldenrod (Solidago ohiensis), boneset
(Eupatorium maculatum), Joe Pye weed (Eupatorium
maculatum), interruped fern (Osmunda claytoniana),
royal fern (Osmunda regalis), bulrushes (Scirpus sp.),
sedges (Carex sp.)
